Community support is being solicited 


by the Corsicana Housing Authority for 
an additional 40 units of low income 
housing for Corsicana that the city could 
be in jeopardy of losing if a suitable site 
isn't found soon. 


The city, through its housing 


authority, several years ago sought 
FHA-HUD approval for construction of 
175 additional units. The government 
approved construction of 150 units, and 
the first 110 of them are now in the final 
stages of construction on the perimeter 
of the Northwest Apartments housing 
project. 


Officers of the Chamber of Commerce, 


city officials, interested citizens, and the 
Navarro County Action Committee met 
Monday afternoon with Housing 
Authority commissioners Vice Chair- 
man Joe Burnett, C. L. Redus, Charles 
Croft and Doug Beauchamp and Housing 
Authority Director Ed Blackburn. 


They told the group the 40 additional 


housing units for family groups, in- 
cluding four, three and two-bedroom 


its, are needed for low income 


residents. The project would cost in 
excess of one million dollars with the 
property being made an outright gift to 
Corsicana after 40 years. 


Director Blackburn and Housing 


Authority commissioners explained they 
now are in the process of seeking 
Housing and Urban Development ap- 
proval of a site of eight acres fronting on 
Hwy 287 between Hervey Motor Co. and 
the Holiday Inn, but must assure HUD 
that the location is already zoned to 


3date multi-family dwellings, 


that no rendering plant or plants of 


nature would be located within a 


half a mile, and that leading citizens of 
town endorse the location as a site for 
the project. 


The federal government rejected 


several sites proposed by the local 
Housing Authority before okaying one in 
North Corsicana on 11 acres east of

Navarro Dr. at Max Ave. when a zoning 
change sought to allow multi-family 
dwellings for the project was rejected by 
the City Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission in the face of strong opposition 
from surrounding homeowners. 


Since that time, the Housing Authority 


has been seeking HUD approval of a 
building site on S. Hwy 287 which the 
government had previously rejected. 
Blackburn and housing commissioners 
told the group whose help they seek they 
now believe this site can be cleared for 
approval by the federal government. 


in preliminary explorations with city 


officials, the Housing Authority has 
received a letter from Delma Ware, 
building official, to the effect that the 
Hwy 287 site is within an Industrial I 
district zoned for multiple family use. 
Under Corsicana's zoning regulations, 
no rendering plant is allowed in this 
classification. City Engineer Bob Scott 
was on hand to re-verify this. Scott said 
it would be advisable for the Housing 
Authority to revamp present plans to 
construct the apartments all in duplex- 
type buildings to make some tri-plexes 
so there could be no objections raised 
that this would be entirely duplex 
housing. This could be achieved easily, 
Housing Authority members agreed. 


Chamber President Ned Polk en- 


visioned no problem about the* Chamber 
of Commerce's endorsing the proposed 
site but said he wouldn't want to commit 
the Chamber until he can consult with 
the executive committee. At the same 
time, Polk said he didn't want to speak 
for the Chamber's industrial team or

Corsicana Industrial Foundation in the 
absence of Team Chairman Herb 
Silverberg and Industrial Foundation 
President Embry Ferguson. 


Polk, aware that they had been con- 


tacted earlier about the problem by the 
housing authority, asked that they be 
given opportunity in the next several 
days to study the matter and voice their 
own groups' viewpoints, with the an- 
ticipation their endorsement will be 
forthcoming. 


"The thing we've got to do now is get 


some citizens to say they want the 
apartments located out there (on the 
Hwy 287 site location)," Blackburn 
observed, adding that they already have 
drafted petitions and begun actively 
seeking signatures on the petition to be 
presented to HUD. He distributed copies 
of the form petition to all those present 
at the conference. 


Housing commissioners expressed 


their belief that they can prevail upon 
the government to approve the site and 


Corsicana site and rejected by the City

Commissioner Croft replied that it would 
be useless in the light of the strong op- 
position neighboring homeowners had 
raised. 


Commissioner Redus added that they

New charges of robbery were filed 


Thursday by Corsicana Asst. Police 
Chief Hightower against two Dallas men 
already in County Jail under three other 
charges of swindling, kidnaping and car 
theft. 


This involved a different case based on 


the complaint of a Wortham man, and 
Hightower said the possibility exists that 
a Mesquite man who reported he was 
held up at gunpoint Monday in Dallas 
may file still more charges against the 
pair. 


Hightower filed charges with Peace 


Justice W. H. Tipton Thursday of rob- 
bery against David G. Tupes, 21, and 
Eugene McMillen, 32, based on the 
complaint of a Wortham man who 
alleged to police they had robbed him of 
about $80 while in Corsicana Nov. 12.. 


Judge Tipton set bonds on the new 


charges at $10,000 for each man. They 
already were under bonds of $5,000 each 
for the swindling and car theft charges, 
with bond denied on the kidnap charges. 


Dallas attorneys for McMillen and 


Tupes were in Corsicana Thursday 
afternoon conferring with police about 
their clients. 


Asst. Chief Hightower said the new 


charges of robbery came about unex- 
pectedly during the follow-up in- 
vestigation when the complanant, whose 
name was not released by police, walked 
into police headquarters, spotted "mug 
shots" of Tupes and McMillen laying on 
his (Hightower's) desk, and identified 
both men as being two of three men, two 
Negroes and a white man, who had taken 
money and rings from him by fear for 
his personal safety. 


In another development Thursday, 


Hightower said several credit cards 
found in the billfold of one of the jailed 


men bore the name of a Mesquite man. 
When his identity was traced through the 
help of Dallas police and he was con- 
tacted by telephone, the Mesquite man 
advised Hightower he had been held up 
at gunpoint Monday morning on the 
parking lot of the Sears Store on Ross 
Ave.

m a n t i c ideas about what 
goes on in Irish bars and 
grills in the "old country." 


"Sad to say, the best Irish 


bars are right here in the 
United States," reports Noel 
I l c n n e b e r y , director of 
Charley-0's, the e l e g a n t 
Irish bar and grill in Man- 
hattan. 


This tall, lean, young Irish- 


man, born in County Kerry 
w h e r e "Ryan's Daughter" 
was filmed, shakes his head 
mournfully as he narrates, 
"I love Ireland passionately 
and a l w a y s will. But the 
Irish food the tourist gets is 
dull, monotonous and poorly 
cooked. Our Irish lads make 
poor chefs and we don't 
have enough money as a rule 
to import chefs from Greece 
and Switzerland. Our native 
lads have no food 
lion.

"But c o o k i n g in Irish 


homes — that is different. It 
is great food. But only when 
cooked by Irish women. They 
are fine bakers of breads 
and buns and they make 
wonderful preserves from 
our lush fruits. All the Irish 
have an honest affection for 
p o t a t o e s and you'll find 
them m e n t i o n e d in our 
poetry and songs — such as 
'Golden Wonder/ ' D u n b ar 
Rovers,1 'Aran Banners' and 
'Ulster Chieftains/ Remem- 
ber, the Irish famine of 1864 
was caused by failure of the 
potato crop. 


"But you do not find any 


home-style cooking in even 
the most expensive hotels in 
Dublin. They mostly serve 
indifferent food. I recall one 
in Dublin w h e r e the food 
was truly fine, the Soup 
Bowl. But it is run by a 
Frenchman married to an 
Irish girl." 


Filet of roast pork stuffed 


with bread, potatoes and sa- 
vory; skirts and kidneys; 
drisheens (blood sausages); 
champ (potatoes, scallions 
and spices) and boiled mut- 
ton with parsley sauce are 
some Irish specialties you 
probably won't find in pub- 
lic eating places, he says. 


"Irish salmon can be a 


glorious treat. My mother 
always poached it whole and 
served it with vegetables 
and mayonnaise. And I still 
remember in summer at the 
seashore boiling up lobsters 
twice a week," Hennebery 
recalls. 


"No. alas, 1 don't advise 


you to seek these foods in 
our inns and hotels. You 
may find cordiality and ten- 
ors and easy laughter. But 
no food as fine as you have 
in America. 


"Sorry, but that is true 


despite all the romantic no- 
tions about 'the g e n u i n e 
Irish bars' of Dublin.
